Flood Control 
Kjlls Fishing 


Springfield, El, Nov. g— (AP)— 


The State Conservation Depart- 
ment said today that flood control 
and 
drainage 
programs 
have 


wrecked a once prosperous com- 
mercial fishing industry along the 
Illinois river. 


The department released a re- 


port criticizing the U. S. Army 
Engineers' proposed $100,000,000 
(m) flood control program for the 
Elinoa river basin. 


"Commercial fisheries along the 


Illinois river formerly ranked third 
in the United States in value, only 
the Great Lakes fisheries and the 
Pacific coast salmon industry ex- 
ceeding it," the report said. 


"In 1908 over 12,000,000 (m) 


pounds of fish found their way into 
the markets. This is the equivalent 
in weight of 12,000 prime steers. 


"The value today of this re- 


source would amount to something 
like $5,000,000 (m) yearly. Today 
commercial fishermen along the 
Illinois must seine the Mississippi 
to have fish to sell in their own 
neighborhoods." 


The report, made for the depart- 


ment by W. P. Walraven, Spring- 
field engineer, said that drainage 
and levee raising programs by 
army engineers "did not alleviate 
the flood situation— it aggravated 
it." 


The department is backing a 


plan to restore drainage districts 
for use as conservation and flood 
control areas.

Doctor Explains 
Various Types of 
'Heart Attacks' 


Chicago. Nov. 8— Heart attacks 


are of two general types, explains 
a doctor in the current (Nov.) is- 
sue of Hygeia, health magazine of 
the American Medical Association. 


In the first type, coronary insuf- 


ficiency, the coronary vessels are 
inadequate to meet the demands of 
heart muscle, says Dr. James A. 
Brussel of Willard State Hospital, 
N. Y. 


The second type, coronary occlu- 


sion, occurs because these vessels 
are closed. 


"The term angina pectoris (pain 


in the chest) is retained for con- 
venience and as a matter of cus- 
tom," Dr. Brussel points out. 


"Angina pectoris indicates a 


short period in which the heart 
muscle is deprived of blood. Al- 
though angina may cause no per- 
manent damage it should be re- 
garded as a potential harbinger of 
coronary disease. 


Chest Pains 


"The patient, usually a sufferer 


from high blood pressure, harden- 
ing of the coronary arteries, dis- 
ease of the aortic valve of the 
heart, goiter, or syphilitic heart 
disease, suddenly feels sharp, ex- 
crutiating pain under the breast 
bone that may radiate down the 
left arm or through the abdomen 
or through the chest to the back. 


"The pain is relieved by inhala- 


tion of nitroglycerin. Recovery is 
rapid, and the general outlook is 
good. 


"Acute coronary occlusion re- 


sults from complete, sudden, and 
irreversible closure of the coronary 
artery by a blood clot. The attack 
usually follows advancing harden- 
ing of the arteries or high blood 
pressure. 


"The patient complains of over- 


whelming chest pain which does 
not respond to nitroglycerin in- 
halation, nausea, vomiting, and 
general shock with cold, clammy 
skin. 


Permanent Changes 


"Coronary occlusion is no fleet- 


ing condition and, if not fatal, us- 
ually produces permanent changes 
in the heart. With each successive 
attack, the likelihood of resuming 
work is markedly reduced. 


"Acute coronary insufficiency is 


the result of not enough blood 
available for heart muslce require- 
ments. It does not include throm- 
bosis of the coronary artery. 


"Patients usually~recover though 


damage to the heart muscle may 
be permanent. Insufficiency with- 
out acute closure varies in sever- 
ity from mild transient angina to 
the severe states where lack of 
oxygen supply for cardiac muscle 
may result in death or at'least se- 
vere, permanent impairment.

10. 


It totals more than §190,000,000 


(m). With other payments already 
made this year, it will bring the 
company's grand total of dividends 
for 1949 to more than one-third of 
a billion (b) dollars. 


This is an all-time record for 


General Motors corp.. and financial j 
circles said it probably is an all-' 
time record for the United States. 


The yearly earning will amount 


to SS a share for common stock, 
which has a par value of $10. The 
stock closed here yesterday—be- 
fore the company announcement— 
at $69.121 i a share. The year's div- 
idend will be 80 per cent of the 


par value and almost 12 per cent 
of yesterday's price. 


Exchange Closed 


Reaction to the news on the 


New York Stock Exchange will be 
delayed until tomorrow, since the 
exchange is closed today for the 
general election. 


The San Francisco Exchange 


still was open, however, when word 
of the announcement hit the tick- 
ers. The price shot up immediately 
S2.621- a share of $71.75. The new 
dividend will be paid to stockhold- 
es of record Nov. 17, and will be 
$4.25 a share for common stock. 
Preferred stockholders will get 
regular dividends. 


The huge dividend comes from 


record-breaking earnings recently 
reported by the company. Sales for 
the first nine months this year to- 
taled $4,458,000,000 (b), well over 


a billion dollars more than the 
comparable 1948 figure of $3,436,- 
000,000 (b). The net profit for the 
first nine months of this year was 
$502,000,000 (m), compared 
to

son, General Motors president, and 
Alfred P. Sloan, Jr., chairman, said 
requirements of the last four years 
made it necessary for the company 
to hold back a high percentage of 
profits for new plant and bigger 
expenses.

as three torpedoes.

CIO'S Red Purge May Mean Strikes 


Civil war among the nation's electrical workers is in the 


offing. The CiO convention in Cleveland set the stage for 
it by expelling the leftist United Electrical Workers and cre- 
ating a new union to raid UEW's membership. 


The ouster of the UEW and the Farm Equipment Work- 


ers' Union is the most positive action yet taken by the CIO 
in its mounting struggle against Communist influence. The 
electrical group, with 450.000 workers, was the third largest 
unit in the CIO. 


The CIO convention also cleared the way for the dis- 


missal of 10 other left whig unions by authorizing its execu- 
tive board to throw out any affiliate which declines to follow 
general CIO policy. In the past these unions have often 
ignored policy decisions of the parent organization. 


But by not ousting the remaining 10 of the CIO indicated 


its hope that the leaders of these affiliates may mend their 
ways and thus stay within the fold. The CIO is understand- 
ably reluctant to lose the numerical and financial strength 
the" unions represent. 


If they refuse to accept CIO edicts, there is little doubt 


that ouster will follow. President Philip Murray is now 
strongly committed to crushing communism in his fed- 
eration. 


It was no easy choice to eject the electrical union. That 


the convention chose to do so means simply that Murray 
is convinced there is no way to dislodge the UEW's present 
red-tinged leadership. The same can be said for the farm 
tool union. 


The decision to establish a rival electrical union is obvi- 


ously the CIO's strategy for recouping the money and mem- 
bership losses occasioned by the UEW's expulsion. The CIO 
believes the union's rank and file is to a considerable extent 
free of Communist taint. It wants to wean this membership 
away from leftist leaders and build up the new union. 


To head this raiding campaign the CIO has picked its 


secretary-treasurer, James B. Carey, one-time president of 
the UEW Until displaced by leftwinger Albert J. Fitzgerald 
All signs point to a stiff battle on a city-by-city, local-by- 
local basis. 


In fact, the fight is already on for the funds and proper- 


ties of the UEW all over the nation. Some court actions are 
under way and much more litigation appears likely before 
the test of power ends. 


Strikes in big electrical plants may be an important by- 


product of this developing strife. Carey has conceded that 
the war will be carried into factories where both the UEW 
and the new union claim contracts. Such clashes often lead 
to seroius work stoppages. 


It seems certain, too, that the National Labor Relations 


board will be drawn into the conflict to referee some of these 
plant disputes by holding elections to determine the proper 
bargaining unit. 


The civil war will be a strain upon the CIO, the contest- 


ing unions, industry and labor generallv. and the public. But 
it seems an inescapable sequel to the UEW ouster. The CIO 
could hardly be expected to wave a cheery goodby to 450,- 
000 dues-paying union members. 


Should the nation's patience be tried from time to time 


in this war. perhaps it should reflect thai this is a necessary 
price to pay for eradicating the menace of communism from 
the American labor movement.

Question: My 8 penalty cards 


are face up on the table. At my 
partner's turn to play, he melds 
90 points. 
He has an extra five- 


spot in his hand. Can he play this 
on my 2 fives?

No, he cannot. Once 


again, although the 2 fives are 
down on the table, they are pen- 
alty cards and must be treated 
as if they were in your hand. 


Question: If my partner makes 


a legal initial meld, are my pen- 
alty cards automatically melded, 
or do I have to meld them when 
it is my turn to play? 


Answer: No, they are not auto- 


matically melded, and you do not 
have to meld them at your next 
turn to play. You are privileged 
to meld the 3 kings if you want to. 
If you do not meld them, they 
are still exposed cards subject to 
penalty. 
You may if you wish 


meld the 2 queens and the deuce, 
but you do not have to do so. If 
your partner has melded 3 fives, 
you can play your 2 fives on his 
fives. You may add the deuce to 
the fives or to any other meld he 
has made.

No Flat Ban on Divorces by 
Catholic Judges, Says Priest 


Washington, Nov. 8—(AP)— 


The National Catholic Welfare 
Conference says Pope Pius XII 
did not intend, in remarks he made 
Sunday, to place a flat ban on the 
granting of divorces by Catholic 
judges. 


The group pointed out, however, 


that a prominent Catholic theolo- 
gian has held that a Catholic jur- 
ist is "bound" to avoid, if possible, 
granting a divorce "which will 
probably be the occasion for an in- 
valid remarriage."

"Some confusion seems to have 


arisen over the recent statement 
of Pope Pius XII, made to an Ital- 
ian Catholic lawyers congress, that

(where it does exist) in a marriage 
valid before God and the church.' 


'The quote attributed to the 


Holy Father does not represent a 
newly arrived at position of the 
Catholic church. The common view 
of theologians holds that the act 
of the judge in pronouncing a di- 
vorce is merely an official declara- 
tion that the state regards the 
civil effects of the marriage as no 
longer existing. 


"Since this declaration is in it- 


self a morally indifferent action, 
it can be permitted, at least in cer- 
tain circumstances. In developing 
this point, Father Francis J. Con- 
nell, distinguished moral theolo- 
gian in his volume, 'morals and 
politics in professions,' published 
in 1946, makes the following state- 
ment: 


" 'The Catholic judge knows that 


the marrage itself cannot be dis- 
solved by the state, and in grant- 
ing a divorce he has no intention 
of exempting the parties from any- 
thing more than the legal recogni- 
tion of the effects of their mar- 
riage. 
Nevertheless, 
when the 


judge foresees the probability or 
the certainty of an attempted re- 
marriage, his act of granting the 
di%'orce is material cooperation 
towards his sin. Hence, according 
to the principles of cooperation, 
there must be a good reason for 
performing this act—a reason suf- 
ficiently weighty to justify the 
permitting of the evil effect. Such 
a reason would seem to be present 
if the judge were in danger of los- 
ing his office in the event that he 
refuses to accept a divorce suit, or 
even if serious antagonism and 
loss of prestige ensued. But if, 
without any grave inconvenience, 
he can avoid a divorce case which 
will probably be the occasion for 
an invalid remarriage, he id bound 
to do so."

Rogers.

total of 727 ships in reserve. 


Last July 1 there 
were 271

service, 174 with

fleet and 97 in the Pacific. 


By next July, that total will 


be down to 237—including three 
new submarines and a light car- 
rier—as 1? ships of the Atlantic 
fleet and seven from the Pacific 
are put in storage.
